ral. Afterwards (drawn by the encouragement then given to 
naval commerce) he ſettled at Rouen, in France, in 1641. 
By his intereſt, he got two regiments in Scotland, for the King's 
ſervice, of 1500 men each. And in 1652, when King Charles 
II. retired into France, from the fight at Worceſter, he found 
refuge at his houſe ; (and when the reſt of the Engliſh avoided 
him) he received his Majeſty as became him, and preſented him 
with rooo/. to enable him to proceed to Paris, where he alſo 
aſſiſted him with money. Theſe ſeaſonable ſervices were not 
forgot by his Majeſty, at his reſtoration, for he ſent him his 
picture, now remaining in the family, and gave him withal a 
preſent, that exceeded the ſum received by him. Alfo in con-

fideration of theſe, and many other conſiderable ſervices, he 


was advanced to the dignity of a baronet, the fifth of his reign. 


At length he became naturalized, and was admitted into the 
order of the nobility, by the King of France, by letters patent, 
expreſſed in very honourable terms; who alſo permitted him to 
buy the poſt of Secretaire du roi, which exempts thoſe who enjoy 
it from ſeveral taxes and inconveniences that other ſubjects are 
liable to, and which coſts 80,000 livres. He purchaſed the 
lordſhips of Mezangere, Boſcheville, and Gaillon, in Norman- 


dy; and, according to the cuſtom of the country, aſſumed the 


name of his principal ſeat, writing himſelf Scott de la Mezan- 
gere, commonly called Monſieur de la Mezangere. He mar- 
ried Catherine, ſecond daughter of Samuel Fortrey, Eſq; lord 
of the manor of Kew, in Surry, (deſcended of the ancient family 
of the Fortreys, of Liſle, who, for the ſake of religion, refuged 
themſelves in England, temp. Eliz.) He died a proteſtant, 
1681. His lady ſurvived him three years, and died 1684. His

© diſpoſal of his charity, he very much affected ſecrecy ; he fre- 
s quently beſtowed alms on poor houſe-keepers, diſabled by age 
'© or ſickneſs to ſupport themſelves, thinking thoſe the moſt 
proper objects; he was rather frugal upon himſelf, that fo he 
might relieve the neceſſities of others.

An act for the exheredation of the royal line, the aboliſhment. 
of monarchy in the kingdom, and the ſetting up of a com- 
< mon wealth.” Theſe that ſo refuſed, were, Sir Abraham Rei- 
nardſon, mayor ; Thomas Adams, (the perſon we are now to 
treat of) John Langham, (anceſtor to the late Sir John Lang- 
ham, Bart.) and James Bunce, alderman. For which, the 
mayor was put out of his mayoralty, and he, with thoſe alder- 
men, committed to the Tower. In April following, the three 
aldermen were to be brought to the bar of the then governin 

Lords: which they hearing of, bravely and ſtoutly, * 
citizens and true Engliſhmen, refuſed their authority; and ſig- 


nified to the lieutenant of the Tower, that they would not obey 


his order to bring them before the bar of that houſe, declaring 
their firm reſolution to ſtand for the defence of the eſtabliſhed 
laws of the land, and their proteſtation againſt the Lords juriſdic- 
tion over them, or any other commoners in criminal caſes : with 


an appeal from the ſaid Lords, to their proper and competent 


judges, i. e. a jury of their equals, and judges ſworn to proceed 
according to the known laws of England. | 

Sir Thomas, having been a perſon of unſpotted loyalty and 
affection to his exiled prince, to whom he had, in thoſe perilous 
times, remitted 10,c001. and being alſo (though ſeventy-two 
years of age) deputed by the city to go to Breda in Holland, 
with general Monk, to attend his ſovereign home to his realms 
he was, in conſideration thereof, by that King, (having firſt 
been knighted) a few days after his reſtoration, - advanced to the 
dignity of a Baronet, A perſon that knew him well, for more 
than twenty years, has given this account of him. © He was 
eminent for religion and devotion ; that orthodox religion, 
which is profeſſed by the church of England, he faithfully 
adhered to, cordially owning her doctrine and diſcipline, hier- 
archy and liturgy ; and though he lived in an inconſtant age, 
3 it was the mode to change religion, as women do 
aſhions) he proved not a reed or a willow, but an oak, ſted- 
fait and immoveable. Great was his reſpe& to the orthodox 
clergy; thoſe who were ſufferers, he charitably relieved;

Upon the account of his loyalty to Charles II. during his 
exile, he hazarded his eſtate and life, by ſending him confider- 
able ſums of money beyond ſea ; and when the time came of 
his joyful return to his throne, though he was in the ſeventy- 
third year of his age, he croſſed the ſea to attend his Sovereign 
home. He was of fo public a ſpirit, that when his ſon-in-law 
brought him the news of his being choſen the ſheriff of Lon- 
don, he immediately diſmifled the buſineſs he was about, and 
never after perſonally followed his trade, but gave himſelf up 
to the city concerns, It was his ſtudy to know the cuſtoms 
and uſages, the liberties and privileges of the city, and accord- 
ingly, his endeayour in his Kren capacities, to preſerve and 
maintain them. Whatſoever honour in the city he was capa- 
ble of he was choſen to; maſter of his company, alderman of 
a ward, preſident of St. Thomas's hoſpital, ſeveral times bur- 
geſs in parliament, (though the iniquity of the times would 
not permit him to ſit) ſheriff, and lord-mayor ; after which, 
he at length became, and ſo continued many years, the father 
of the city; nor had he only all this honour from the city, but 
his King alſo gave him the greateſt honour he was capable of 
in his ſtation, making him not only a Knight, but a Baronet, 
He was not only in word, but in deed, an aſſiſtant, a guar- 
dian, yea, a pillar of the company of Drapers. He was a 
vigilant preſident of St, Thomas's hoſpital, which probably 
had been ruined, but that his ſagacity and induſtry diſcovered. 
the fraud of an unjuſt ſteward, In the court of aldermen he 
was as an oracle, very ſubſervient by his grave and prudent 
counſels to the city's government. He was ſo far from ſelf- 
ſeeking, that when he was lord-mayor, he did not make 
thoſe advantages (which uſually are) by ſclfing vacant places. 
Whilſt a private tradeſman, he was exact in commutative Jul- 
tice, in his bargains and contracts of buying and felling ; and 
when a public magiſtrate, he was no leſs conſcientious of diſ- 
tributive juſtice between man and man, He built and endow- 
ed a free ſchool with a conſiderable maintenance, for the edu- 
cation of children at Wem in Shropſhire, where he received 
his firſt breath. He erected an Arabick lecture at Cam- 
bridge, and fettled upon the lecturer 407. per ann. for his 
pains in reading it, to be paid by the Drapers company, for 
ever. He was at the charge of printing the Perſian goſpels, 
and tranſmitting them into thoſe parts, to promote the Chriſ-

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e tian religion, and (to uſe his own language) throwing A 
© ſtone at the forehead of Mahomet, that grand impoſtor. Thus 


© he was ſerviceable in his generation, to the will of God, Ho- 
© nour of Chriſt, welfare of the city, benefit of country and 
© univerſity; nor was he wanting to ſerve the poor, neither b 
his charity; his hands were frequently opened whilſt he lived, 
© upon all occaſions; and nass many late great da- 
mages to his eſtate, he hath given — legacies to the 

© poor of ſeveral pariſhes, to hoſpitals, to miniſters widows, and 
© ſuch like, at his death, The latter years of his life have been 
years of pain to him, by reaſon of that diſeaſe of the ſtone in 
© the bladder, whereof he at laſt died.“ He married Anne, 
daughter of Humphry Mapſted, of Trenton in Eſſex, (ſhe died 
Jan. 11, 1641) and had five ſons, who all died, S. P. except 
Sir William, his ſucceſſor ; he had alſo four daughters, Marga- 
ret, married to Edward Clagget, of London, Eſq; one who 
died young, Anne, married to Edward Pulton, of London, 
merchant, and Elizabeth, the wife of William Chriſtmas, of 
London, merchant.

Sir William Dugdale, in his antiquities of Warwickſhire, 
ſays, That theſe Shuckboroughs, were very anciently poſſeſſed 
of lands at Shuckborough, there is no doubt ; for he finds one 
William de Suckeberge in 3 Joh. which might be the firſt 
aſſumer of this denomination, (there being many good and 
great families, whoſe anceſtors fixt not their ſurnames till after- 
wards) but little, ſays he, have I ſeen memorable of them in 
_ thoſe elder times, other than the bare mention of their names: 
neither am I able, of a long time after, by the advantage of re- 
cords, to deduce their deſcent in a lineal ſucceſſion : I ſhall 
therefore, ſays he, briefly mention what I have met with, as 
remarkable, touching any of them. 

In 1 Edw. III. I find, that John de Shuckburgh, having been 
one of the coroners in this county, (an office in thoſe days of 
great account) had his Quietus e, the ſheriff being commanded 
to cauſe another to be choſen in his room; but it ſeems, the 
King's command was not thereupon purſued, becauſe, the next 
year after, he directed another precept, dated from Pontefract, 
19 Aug. to the ſame purpoſe ; and Mr. Philpot mentions Chri- 
ſtopher Shuckborough, of the county of Warwick, Eſq; who, 
in the eighth of Rich. II. 1385, married the daughter of John 
de Northwood, of Horton upon Stoure, near Canterbury in 
Kent, Eſq; and had that manor in frank marriage. | 

In 6 Hen. IV. John Shukkeburg, and Thomas Shukkeburgh,

ground given to Sir Thomas to build thereon; who, on the 7th 
of June, 1566, laid the firſt ſtone of the foundation, accompa- 
nied with ſome aldermen, every one of which laid a piece of 
Id, which the workmen took up, and forthwith followed the 
e with ſuch diligence, that in November, the next year, it 
was finiſhed. This burſe Queen Elizabeth cauſed by a herald, 
and a trumpet, to be proclaimed THE ROYAL EXCHANGE, 
being a place very neceſſary for the confluence, and commerce 
of merchants, whoſe trafficks were great, and in thoſe times of 
peace, extended their- navigations into the fartheſt, and, till 
then, unſearched parts of the world. Beſides his public endow- 
ments, he built a moſt magnificent ſtructure, called Ofterley- 
houſe, in the county of Middleſex, wherein he ſumptuouſly en- 
tertained Queen Elizabeth ; it happened her Majeſty found fault 
with the court of this houſe, as too great, affirming that it 
would appear more handſome, if divided with a wall in the mid- 
dle; upon which words, Sir Thomas, in the night time, ſent 
for workmen to London, (money commanding all things) who 
ſo ſpeedily and ſilently applied to their buſineſs, that before the 
next morning it became a double court, which the night before 
was but fingle. It is queſtioned, whether the Queen, next day, 
was more contented with the conformity to her fancy, or more 
pleaſed with the ſurprize and ſudden performance thereof, whilſt 
her courtiers diſported themſelves with their ſeveral expreſſions ;

© his Memoirs, p. 274, expreſſes it) apprehended ſuddenly, 
© confined ' ſeverely, fined heavily, plundered violently, and 
< perſecuted from place to place continually, inſomuch, that 
< for the two laſt years of his life, not a week paſled over his 
© head, without a meſſenger, or an injury; which he defired 
© God not to remember againſt his adverſaries, and abjured all 
© his friends to forget. Under theſe his troubles, he had no- 


thing left but a ſmall temporal eſtate to ſupport him, and died 
at Carmarthen, July 16, 1653.

| EDINGFELD is a family (as Mr. Camden informs us) 


of undoubted antiquity, and takes its name from a town in 


Suffolk : it is a family that hath enjoyed the honour of knight- 


hood many hundred years, a title (formerly) not granted to any 
dut thoſe of the firſt rank and quality in their count 


The firſt of this family, on whom the honour of ee was 


conferred, was, Sir Henry Bedingfeld, of Oxburgh in Norfolk, 
(grandfather of the late Sir Henry Bedingfeld) whoſe ſon 
was the ſeventeenth Knight of the family, which ſufficiently 
beſpeaks the great antiquity of the family; but through the occa- 
fon of the civil wars, in which it ſo eminently ſuffered, all the 
ancient deeds and charters were moit of them plundered: and 
embezzled. That the anceſtor of this family came into Eng- 
land from Normandy, with William the Conqueror, has been 

| a Con- 
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a conſtant tradition of the family; that his name was Long- 


ville of no ſmall quality in that province ; that having, as well 
by purchaſe, as by the king's gifts, poſſeſſed themſelves of ſe- 


veral manors in Suffolk and Norfolk; the manor of Bedingfeld 
in Suffolk was made their chief ſeat, and thereupon, according 


to the cuſtom of thoſe times, they changed their names into 
that of the manor, viz. Rogerus de Bedingfeld, and which de 
in proceſs of time being left out, it paſſed for their ſurname, as 
in ſeyeral other families, viz. The Montfords, Beaumonts, &c. 


and there is in the family a Bannevolt, ſuch as knights had 


borne before them in war, with a very ancient French deviſe. 

The manor of Oxburg (with others in Norfolk) came an- 

ciently into the family by the marriage of Edmond away om 
with Margaret, daughter of Sir Robert de Tuddenham, 
(and Margaret his wife, daughter of Sir John de Herling, 
Knt. and ſiſter to Sir Robert de Herling, Knt. and aunt and 
heir to Anne, daughter of Sir Robert) and ſiſter and coheir 
to Robert de Tuddenham ; ſhe died, 14 Edw. IV. and Oxburg, 
from that time, became their manſion-ſeat. | | 

This Sir Edmond Bedingfeld was made a knight of the Bath 
at the coronation of Richard III. King Henry VII. in the 
third year of his reign, granted to Sir Hen Bedingfeld of Ox- 
burg, three manors in Yorkſhire, viz. Wold, Newton and 
Gaynton, to him and his heirs males for ever, for his faithful 
ſervice againſt the northern rebels, which patent was afterwards 
renewed and confirmed by Henry VIII. | 

When Edward VI. died, and a court faction had proclaimed 
Queen Jane Gray, 'Sir Henry Bedingfeld was one of the firſt 
knights that came in to the aſſiſtance of Queen Mary with a 
body of his ſervants and tenants, ſhe being then at F ramling- 
ham caſtle in the county of Suffolk; and after her coronation, 
the Queen made him governor of the Tower of London and 
one of her privy council, as appears by his epitaph on a noble 
tomb in his own chapel within Oxburg church. 

Queen Elizabeth granted to the ſame Sir Henry Bedingfeld 
the manor of Caldecot in Norfolk, with the impropriation there- 
of to him and his heirs, which is a manifeſt demonſtration that 
ſhe was well pleaſed-with his behaviour towards her while ſhe 
was his priſoner, and ſufficiently confutes that part of the hiſtor 
of a noble prelate, who endeayours to repreſent him as a — 
rude man, and that therefore the qucen was wont to call him 
her jaylor, which, however, may as well be conſtrued a term 
of royal familiarity as of contempt. 5 |

But from Sir Henry, the governor of the Tower, to the break- 
ing out of the civil wars in 1641, nothing has been ſaid remark- 
able of the family but the mighty hoſpitality from generation to 
generation, which they have kept up in their own country, 
where they have retired ever ſince the reformation. 

But upon breaking out of the civil wars, Sir Henry Beding- 
feld (fon and heir of "Thomas beforementioned), the great-grand- 
father of the late Sir Henry, with his two eldeft fons, Tho- 
mas and Henry, then ripe for arms, flew to the royal ſtandard ; 
Thomas was made colonel, and Henry a captain of horſe, and 
both behaved themſelves with great conduct and courage, _ 

Sir Henry was made priſoner and committed to the Tower, 
and narrowly” eſcaped death, which, however, he did not long 
| ſurvive after his releaſe. He had two wives, firſt, Elizabeth, 
daughter of the lord William Howard, of Naworth-caſtle, in 
Cumberland, third fon of Thomas duke of Norfolk, and an- 
ceſtor to the earl of Carliſle, by whom he had only one child, 
Thomas beforementioned : his ſecond wife was Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter and coheir of Peter Haughton, Eſq; alderman of London, by 
whom he had four ſons and four daughters, viz, Henry, Wil- 
liam, Edmund; and John.

Henry Bedingfeld, Eſq; beforementioned, happened to ſur- 
vive all his brothers and fiſters (Mrs. Cobbes excepted), and to 
enjoy 2 long tranquillity after the reſtoration of King Charles IL 
and when he had lain before that prince, who had deſired it, 
a calculation of the ſufferings of the family in their eſtate, 
which manifeſty appeared to Le above 45,0001, his majeſty re- 
plied with concern, that it was too great for him to recom- 
pence ; to which Mr, Bedingfeld anſwered, that all he begged 


of his majeſty was, that he might hope for the future, to en- 


joy in quiet that little which was left. 

His majeſty afterwards conferred the dignity of a baronet upon 
him for the great and eminent ſervices done by him and his fa- 
mily ; but his ſon being ſoon after knighted by his majeſty, the 
father let lie dormant his patent for many years after, which 
poſtponed him to many of the order in point of ſeniority. This 
gentleman was eſteemed one of the moſt compleat and accom- 
, pliſhed men of the age; the comelineſs of his perſon, the clear- 
neſs of his parts, and that noble ſweetneſs of his temper, gave 
him ſo great a credit and authority in his country, as ſcarce any 
thing was thought well done without his approbation; and many 
miſunderſtandings amongſt the greateſt families that friends had 
tried to compromiſe and could not, were referred to him, and 
happily determined. Yet the moſt fortunate part of his charac- 
ter was his felicity in a ogy prot for a wife in the perſon of 
the beforementioned Mrs. Margaret Paſton, who, beſides the 
great portion ſhe brought, equalled him in all his merits, aided him 
through all his afflictions, and in his abſence, when forced to

The eldeſt of the ſons of the ſaid Agnes and Lewis, enjoyed 
the viſcounty : Theobald, was archbiſhop: of Paris; Lewis, 
biſhop. of Durham, in England; of whom, Biſhop Goodwin, 
in his catalogue of biſhops, writes, That he had that biſhop- 
« rick given him by the pope; at the importunate ſuit of the 


Kings of England and France. He was a Frenchman borne, 


and of the bloud royall there. He was lame of both his legges ; 
and riding to Durham to be inſtalled there, hee was robbed 
© (together with two cardinals that were then in his company) 


upon Wigleſden- moore, near Derlington. The captaines of 


© this rout were named, Gilbert Middleton, and Walter Sel- 
© by. Not content to take all the treaſure of the cardinals, the 
© biſhop, and their traine, they carried the biſhop priſoner to 
© Morpeth, where they conſtrained him to pay a great ranſom. 


Gilbert Middleton was ſoone after taken at his owne caſtle of

after hanged at Yorke, This biſhop ſtood very ſtoutly in de- 
tence of the liberties of his ſee, recovered divers . taken 
away from Anthony Beake, his predeceſſor, (as before is men- 
tioned) and procured this ſentence to be given in the behalf 
of his church, Quod epiſcopus Dunelmen. debet habere fort ac- 
turas guerrarum intra libertates, ficut rex extra, that the biſhop 
of Durham is to have the forfeitures of warre, in as ample ſort, 
within his owne liberties, as the King without. That which 
by ſome is attributed to Ranulph Flambard, I finde by others 
reported of this man, to wit, that it was he who compaſſed 
the city of Durham with a wall; certaine it is, that he built a 
hall, kitchen, and chappel, at Middleham. But before he 
could quite finiſh the chapell he died, to wit, Sept. 22, or (as 
one delivered) Sept. 28, 1333. He lieth buried before the

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Henry Beaumont, the fourth ſon of Lewis and Agnes, had 


likewiſe grants of ſeveral honours, in England, and bore man 
eminent employments in the ſtate, This Henry Beaumont is 
nerally ſuppoſed to come from France, on the inftance of 
— — wife of King Edward J. for Iſabel, his ſiſter,

realm, and ſworn both of the — and privy- council, yet he 
irreverently refuſed to give the King his advice, towards facili- 
tating a peace with them; at which the King, highly incenſed, 
committed him to priſon; but being bailed out, and his Majeſty's 
heat allayed, he came again into favour, and was ſent (18 Ed. 
II.) one of the ambaſladors to treat of peace with Charles, 
King of France; but ſoon afterwards, adhering to the Queen, 
and prince, with other nobles, againſt the King, he was ſeized, 
and ſent priſoner to Warwick-caftle,. and from thence to Wal- 
lingford ; yet, upon a turn of affairs, one of the articles againſt 
Hugh le Deſpencer, the younger, was for cauſing this Henry 


to be impriſoned, | 


Standing firm in the intereſt of the Queen, and prinee, he 
attended her to the earl of Heynalt, on her going out of England ;

the laws of nations, and had acquired ſuch a general knowledge 


in political affairs, that bis qualifications for more public em- 


ployments both abroad and at home, were apparently diftinguiſh- 
ed by Queen Elizabeth, ſo remarkable for diſcerning of men, 
and in the choice of her miniſters, who was pleaſed to employ 


him ſeveral times as her ambaſſador to Mary Queen of Scots, 


and into the Low-countries 1577; and in 1579, Feb. 5, by the 


_ queen's own appointment he was promoted to the deanry of Dur- 


ham, vacant by the death of William W hittingham ; at the ſame 
time he was alſo in the high ſtation of principal ſecretary of 
ſtate and one of her majeſty's moſt honourable privy council, 


In which great employments, he diſcovered an adequate genius 


and moſt penetrating. judgement, which, joined to the cloſeſt 
application to buſineſs, and a vigorous induſtry in the execu- 
tion of the many arduous affairs belonging to his elevated ſta- 
tion, crowned all his proceedings with honour, and gained him 
that reputation which the concurrent teſtimonies of many writers 
confirm: for, as a fecretary, three things completed him, viz. 
firſt, quick diſpatch and induſtry ; ſecondly conſtant intelli- 
gence and correſpondence, and thirdly a large and ſtrong me- 
mory. Queen Elizabeth would needs at firſt favour my lord of 
Leiceſter againſt the earl of Suſſex, which this doctor and my 
lord Burleigh diſſuaded upon this account, becauſe, if ſhe, who 
ſhould be the common mother of all, inclined to one party and 
teaned to a fide, the ſhip of the common-wealth would be as a 


boat overturned by too much weight on the one fide and too 


little on the other, His place called upon him to ſuppreſs, 
with ſeverity, ſuch ſeditious reflexions upon the ſtate as came 
to his knowledge; but his inclination was to diſſipate them 
with connivance and contempt, for to be oppoſed renders a 


faction conſiderable; to be defpiſed (and watched), ridiculous. 


His peculiar knack was a politick and artificial nouriſhing and 
entertaining of hopes, and keeping men in ſuſpence is one of 
the beſt antidotes againſt the poiſon of diſcontent, it being ob- 
ſerved by this ſtateſman to be a certain ſign of a wiſe govern- 
ment and proceedings, to hold men's hearts by hopes when it 
cannot by ſatisfaction, and when it can handle things in ſuch 
manner as no Evil ſhall appear fo peremptory but that it hath 
ſome outlet of hope, which is the eaſier done, becauſe both 
particular perſons and factions are apt enough to flatter them- 
ſelves, or at leaſt to boaſt what they believe not. In general 
he bears the character of a wife and worthy miniſter, and, in 
ſhort (to uſe the words of an author of credit), he was ſecre- 
< tary of ſtate to Queen Elizabeth for four years together, and 


it argues his ability for the place becauſe he was put into it; 
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ſeeing, in thoſe active times, under ſc judicious a queen, weak - 
© neſs might deſpair to be employed in ſuch an office.” 

Nor does his private chatacter, when conſidered as it is pub- 
liſhed, appear beneath the dignity of his public; for his pa- 
rents deſigned him for ſtudy, his nature for buſineſs ; his preſence 
aſſiſted his inclination, and his complaiſance his preſence, and his 

ood nature both ; a good nature, that would have ſpoiled a po- 

Fein in any other but Dr. Wilſon, whoſe wiſdom was the 
largeneſs of his ſoul, not the narrowneſs of a ſhift, He had 

that penetrating and comprehenſive judgement that he could at 
once ſhew the greateſt prudence in laying his deſign, and the 
greateſt integrity in managing it, as rather, ſecurely knowing, 
than warily cloſe. He had a way of conveying effectual and 
imprinting paſſions among compliments ſuitable to perſons and 
bulineſs; he had his familiarity to his inferiors, that made 
him not cheap; his ſtate among equals that made him not en- 
vied, and his obſervance to ſuperiors that made him no flat- 
terer; his behaviour, like a well made ſuit, was not too ſtreight, 
but juſtly meaſured, and free for exerciſe and motion : he was 
more reverend than plauſible, more conſiderate than active. 
He had a flow but a ſure way to honour, which was nothing 
elſe in him but a diſcovery of his virtues and worth, upon any 
occaſion, without any diſadvantage. His thoughts were, as 
his inclination, grave ; his diſcourſe, as his reading, ſubtile ; his 
action, as his * well weighed; regular as his temper, 
even and ſmooth, as cuſtom. None had a more ſkilful method 
to ſway nature in others, none more prudent minutes and ſea- 
ſonable degrees to check it in himſelf, his rule being never to 
practiſe any thing until perfect; for ſo he might exerciſe his 
weakneſs as well as his abilities and induce one habit of both. 
Three things he aimed at; firſt, the ſearch of truth by induſtry, 
ſecondly, the attainment of it by apprehenſion, and thirdly, 
the enjoyment of it by aſſent: neither took he greater pleaſure 
in knowing than in relating and doing what is true, ſound and 
plain, without thoſe crooked courſes which ſnew a creeping ra- 
ther than a raiſed nature. He uſed to ſay, what all great men 
know (as a certain author takes notice), that he was ſix times a 
ſlave, viz. 1. to himſelf and his inclinations, till he had ad- 
vanced reaſon ;z 2. to the world and its inſolence, till he had 
improved his fortune; 3. to his pupils and their tempers, till he 
underſtood their genius ; 4. to fame and its reports, till he was 
known in the world; 5. to his ſovereigns and their humours, 
till he found their intereſt, and 6, to his buſineſs, till he had at- 
tained experience. 

He was not only an able ſtateſman, but alſo eminent amongſt 

the literati of that age, which is manifeſt by his writings that

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are publiſhed, for he was firſt author of Epiſfola de vita & obitu 
 duorum fratrum Suffolcienſtum, Henrici & Caroli Brandon; printed 
at London 1552; it is ſet before a book of verſes made on their 
deaths by ſeveral ſcholars of Oxford and Cambridge ; all which 
he colle&ing together, did publiſh them, and, by an epiſtle of 
his compoſition, dedicated them to Henry Grey, duke of Suf- 
folk.

I. In the firſt parliament called by King William and Queen 
Mary, he was elected for Aſhburton; and in the ſecond of Wil- 
liam and Mary, for Honiton. On Auguſt 14, 1694, he was 
conſtituted one of the commiſſioners of the cuſtoms, and was 
choſe a member for Honiton, in the ſeveral parliaments of the 
ſeventh, tenth, twelfth, and thirteenth of King William; as 
alſo in the firſt, fourth, ſeventh, and ninth years of Queen 
Anne. He continued a commiſſioner of the cuſtoms, in the 
reign of King William, till the act paſſed to diſqualify thoſe.

choſe to relinquiſh his poſt, to ſerve his country in parliament. 

On the acceſſion of George I. he was again conſtituted one 
of the commiſſioners of the cuſtoms, - (viz. Nov. 19, 1714, 
being the firſt in the commiſſion) as he was to the time of his 
death, July 18, 1731.

The right honourable Sir William Yonge, Bart. his only ſon 
and heir, was elected for Honiton, in the firſt parliament called 
by King George I. and conſtantly ſerved in the houſe of com- 
mons till his death, On the ſecond of July, 1717, he was ap- 
pointed one of the commiſſioners for taking, examining, and 
ſtating the debts due to the army. On the ſecond: of April, 
1724, he was conſtituted one of the lords-commiſſioners of the 
trealury, in which commiſſion he continued till the acceſſion of 
his late Majeſty; and was elected one of the knights-compa-. 
nions of the Bath, on the inſtitution of that moſt honourable 
order, in 1725. On the firſt of June, 1728, he was made one 
of the commiſſioners of the admiralty, wherein he continued till 
May II, 1730, when he was again made one of the commiſ- 
Honers of the treaſury ; and ſoon after, was conſtituted ſecre- 
tary of war, and ſworn of his Majeſty's moſt honourable privy- 
council. In July, 1739, he was appointed cuſtos rotulorum 
of the county of Carnarvon; in May, 1746, he was appointed 
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one of the joint vice-treaſurers of Ireland, and the ſame year 
was one of the committee of the houſe of commons for manag- 
ing the impeachment againſt Simon Lord Lovat, for treaſon 


and rebellion; in 1747, he was elected to parliament for Bod- 


min and Tiverton, but took his ſeat for the latter. He was 


likewiſe LL. D. and F. R. 8. He firſt married Mary, daugh- 
ter of Samuel Heathcote, of — in the county of Mid- 
dleſex, Eſq; from whom he was divorced, without iſſue by 
her, 1724, and enabled, by act of parliament, to marry again.

OCMYTH, of Hill-Hall in Eſſex, is deſcended from the family 


of Smyth, of Saffron-Walden in Eſſex, many of whom 
have been knighted, made deputy-lieutenants, and ſheriffs of 
the ſaid county. John Smyth was high-ſheriff of the counties 


of Eſſex and Hertford, 30 Hen. VIII. He married Agnes, 
Charnock, of Lan- 


daughter, and one of the coheirs, of 
caſhire, Eſq; and had by her ſeveral children. 


Thomas, his eldeſt ſon, was ſent to Queen's college, Cam 


bridge, at the age of fourteen or fifteen, where he diſtinguiſhed 
himſelf to ſuch advantage, that he, together with _ John 
"BY -heke, 
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Cheke, afterwards tutor, and ſecretary of ſtate to King Edward 
VI. was appointed King Henry VIIPs ſcholars: in 1531, he 
was choſen fellow of his college ; and about two years after, 
was appointed to read the publick Greek lectures. About the 
year 1535, he conſulted with Mr. Cheke, about the ſounds of 
the Greek letters, and introduced a new way of pronouncing 
that language. In 1536, he was made univerſity orator. In 
1539, he began his travels abroad, and ſtudied in the univer- 
fities of France and Italy, and took the degree of doctor of civil 
Jaw at Padua. After his return, he took the fame degree at 
Cambridge, in 1542, and was made regius profeſſor of civil 
law, in that univerſity. He became, likewiſe, chancellor to the 
biſhop of Ely. During his refidence at Cambridge, he wrote a 
tract, concerning the correct writing of the Engliſh tongue, 
and the true ſounding of the letters and words, And as he was 
thus uſeful to learning in the univerſity, ſo he promoted like- 
wiſe the reformation of religion, even in the reign of King 
Henry VIII. Beſides the preferments above-mentioned, he 
enjoyed alſo the living of Leverington in Cambridgeſhire. Upon 
the acceſſion of King Edward VI. to the crown, he removed 
from Cambridge, into the duke of Somerſet's family, where he 
was employed in matters of ſtate, by that great man, who was 
uncle and governor of the King, and protector of his realms, 
Dr. Smith was appointed maſter of the requeſts to the duke, 
Wherein he might have received many bribes, if he would, for 
diſpatching ſuits, and felling the lord protector's letters; but 
he challenged all the world to charge him with one penny that 
he had taken diſhoneſtly. He was, by King Edward VI. ap- 
pointed ſteward of the ſtannaries, provoſt of Eton, and dean 
of Carlifle. In 1548, he was advanced to be ſecretary of ſtate, 
and knighted by his Majeſty ; and in July, the ſame year, was 
ſent with Mr. Chamberlayne, (afterwards Sir Thomas) am- 


baſſadar to Bruſſels, to the emperor's council there; and, in 


September, returned to England, leaving Mr. Chamberlayne 
reſident at Bruſſels. He was concerned, about this time, in the 
reformation of religion, and the redreſs of baſe coin, upon which 
laſt point, he wrote a letter to the duke of Somerſet. In 1549, 
he was employed in an eccleſiaſtical commiſſion, for the exam- 
ining of Anabaptiſts and Arians, and appointed one of the viſi- 
tors of the uniyerſity of Cambridge. In October, the fame 

ear, the duke of Lomatfee being brought into trouble, Sir 
Thomas, who faithfully adhered to him, ſeems to have been 
involved in it, there being only three, viz. Thomas, archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, Sir Wiltiam Paget, and Sir Thomas Smith, 
that ſtuck to him; upon this, he was deprived of his place of 


ſecretary of ftate ; for at this time, it appears from the King's

Gardiner, of Wincheſter, Upon the acceſſion of Queen Eli- 


zabeth to the throne, he was employed in the ſettlement of 


religion, and ſeveral important affairs of the ſtate, and wrote a 
_— coficerftiing the marriage of the Queen. In 1562, he 


was ſent ambaſſador to France, where, in conjunction with Sir 
W 'Fhrockmorton, he concluded a peace between Eng- 
| land and France, in the beginning of the yeat 1564, but was 
ſtill continued ambaſſador in France. In March, 156g, he 
hniſhed his treatiſe of the commonwealth of England, and in 
the beginning of the year following, returned to England. In 
1567, he was again ſent ambaſſador to France, to demand the 
reſtitution of Calais: and upon his return from thence, in 1568, 
he ſolicited for the place of chancellor of the dutchy of Lanca- 
ſter, vacant by the death of his old friend, Sir Ambroſe Cave, 
Knt, but without ſucceſs, it being given to Sir Ralph Sadlier. 
In 1570, he was admitted into the privy-council, and the yeat 
following, was engaged in a project for 5 rens 0 into 
copper, In September, 1571, he was again ſent ambaſſador to 
France, where he concluded a league ; and during his abſence 
abroad, in April, 1572, was made chancellor of the garter. 
About Jyne, the ſame year, he returned to England, and on 
the twenty-fourth of that month, was advanced to be ſecretary 
of ſtate z and the ſame year, ſent a colony into a land of his, in 
Ireland, called, The Ardes, for which he had obtained a patent 
from her Majeſty, in 1571. In 1576, he was ſeized with a 
lingring fickneſs, which at laſt proved fatal to him, and in 
order to divert his melanchol hours, he looked over his former 
writings, particularly his book about Roman coins.

Faramus de Whalebraa in Cornwall, is mentioned in the 
ſcutage, 2 R. Johannis.

The laſt of the family of the Raleghs, of Nettlecomb in So- 
merſetſhire, was Sir Simon de Ralegh, who died poſſeſſed of that 
and many other manors in the ſame county, 18 Hen, VI. whereby 
Thomas Whaleſborough, the ſon of Joane, ſiſter of the ſaid

This family of Ralegh was anciently poſſeſſed of the lordſhip 
of Nettlecomb, and other lands in Somerſetſhire, by a grant of 


one of the ancient earls-marſhals of England, of whom theſe 


Raleghs held the manor of Nettlecomb, &c. as of their capital 


lords, from Henry II's reign, as plainly appears from the origi- 


nal charters, in the cuſtody of the preſent Sir John Trevelyan. 

The famous Sir Walter Ralegh, was deſcended from a younger 
branch of theſe Raleghs, of Nettlecomb, as Sir William Pole 
ſhews, in his MS. Survey of the county of Devon. 

The manors and lands poſſeſſed anciently in Somerſetſhire by 
the Raleghs, are all enumerated in the eſcheat rolls of 35 Edw. L 
45 Edw. III. and 18 Hen, VI. ſtill preſerved among the records 
of the Tower. | | 


According to the religion of the times in which they lived, we 


find that Simon Ralegh, in the year 1453, founded a perpetual 
chantry for one chaplain to celebrate divine ſervice in the chapel 
of St. John Baptiſt, within the parochial church of St. Mary, in 
Nettlecomb, &c. | |

TAQUES, or in Engliſh, James Wittewrong, alias Witte= 
J wrongle, was born in the city of Gaunt, the metropolis of 
Flanders, anno 1531, of an honourable ſtock, ſuch as are called 
Edel, that is, gentle, or noble. In the year 1564, he-forſook 
his native country in the time of perfecution of thoſe of his re- 
ligion, being a proteſtant, and came into England with his wife 
and two young children. He had a. very liberal education, 
ſpeaking the German, French, Spaniſh, Julian, and Latin 
tongues; and having made ſhipwreck of his outward eſtate to 
preſerve his inward peace, ſettled himſelf in London in the em- 
ployment of a public notary; and with that ſmall pittance of his 
eſtate, which he had, as it were, ſnatched out of the fire, he 
made a ſhift to live comfortably to his death, which happened 


anno 1504. He had nine children, four ſons and five — 


viz, Jacob, Abraham, Marcus, and William; Chriſtian, Sarah, 
Mary, Sarah, and Suſanna; all which, except Jacob and Abra- 
ham (who had a daughter married to Mr. Paggen), died ſingle, or 
without iſſue. 3 the eldeſt ſon, was born at Gaunt, Jan. 
15, 1558, came over hither with his father, and was put to the 
free- ſchool at St. Alban's in Hertfordſhire. In the year 1576, 
he went to Magdalen college in Oxford, and was a ſtudent there 
under the particular care of doctor Humphreys, preſident of that 
college.

did, (with great honour to his King and country) January 30, 
1441, in preſence of King Henry VI. undertake another com- 
bat in Smithfield, in the city of London, with Sir Philip Boyle, 
an Arragonian knight, who, (as Dugdale ſays) having been in 
France, by the King his maſter's command, to look. out ſome

HIS family is of very great antiquity, both in England 
and in France, from W vt they firſt came with Wil- 
. Ham the Conqueror; and the bene 6 s, that the moſt an- 

cient and honourable family of the D'Oyly's, were lords of 
Olgii, or Oyly in Normandy, long before the coming in of 
Duke William; that Robert, the eldeſt ſon, for his good ſer- 
vices at the conqueſt, was by him rewarded with two baronies, 
and many goodly manors and lordſhips in England, but chiefly 
lying in Oxfordſhire, as appears by Doomſday- book, and the 
abbey books of Oſenay, by Oxford, and of Miſſenden in Buck- 
inghamfhire ; of both which abbies, they were-founders, temp.

fort; for which valiant acts, his. general, then lord Mountjoy, 
and his colonel, the then lord Carew, much prized him: after 
that remarkable ftege, for his ſignal merit, it pleaſed Queen Eli- 
zabeth to give him the prime honour to build her the fort of 
Caſtlemarque, which commanded Kingſale, where, before, he 
had won renown ; ſhe gave him the conſtableſhip of that fort, 
and the ward therein, which was confirmed by King James, who 
beſtowed a penſion on him, having ſundry times refuſed the order 
of knighthood : he was, for his wiſdom, made a councellor of 
ſtate for the province of Munſter, being one of the oldeſt captains 
in his time, who, continuing loyal to his Prince, had his penſion 
continued by his majeſty King Charles, and departed this life 
March 7, A. D. 1629-30.

© notwithſtanding his moſt ſolemn: oath, in his own defence, he 
was impriſoned by Queen Mary, convicted of high-treafon, 
reſtored by Queen Elizabeth, and made governor of the town 
and caſtle of Barwick. At the ſiege of Leith, he behaved 
himſelf moſt valiantly in repelling the foe, and yet, when in 
a ſecond aſſault, the En liſh were worſted, the blame fell upon 
him (as if he at the French, and maligned the lord 
Gray, then general), ſo that he was outed of his government 
of Barwick. Yet he fell not fo into the Queen's final disfa- 
vour, but that ſhe continued him privy-counſellor, and made

At length, being full weary of the. vanities and fooleries of

(Mary Croft) which ſhe made to a paper of his, ſent to her, 
concerning the Romiſh church: at the end of it, is a little 
thing, entitled, The four miniſters of Charinton gagged by 
four propoſitions, made to the lord baron of Eſpicelltere, of 
the religion pretended; and preſented, on St. Martin's day, to 
Du Moulin, in his houſe, and ſince, to Durand and Meſtre- 
zat. All theſe were publiſned by Sir Herbert Croft, at 
Doway, about 1619, in twelves, containing 255 7 £4 
There were but eight copies printed, viz. one for himſelf, 
now in the library of the Engliſh BenediCtines, at that place, 
formerly ſent to me, (A. Wood) by a brother of that order, 
(purpoſely to be peruſed for a time, and thentto be returned) 
who, for religion ſake, and in contempt of the world, hath 
denied the inheritance of an eſtate of at leaſt 3oool. per ann. 
Another copy was printed for Sir Herbert's wife, and the reſt .

Richard Croft, &nt. treaſurer of the Fouls to King Edward 
IV. all of Croft-caſtle in Herefordſhire, the poſſeffion of 
their ancient family, (moſtly knights) who have there for a 
long time flouriſhed, in great OP good eſteem, was born at 
Great-Milton, near Thame in Oxfordſhire, in the manor- 
houſe, near the church, belonging then to Sir William 
Green, on the eighteenth day of October, anno 1603, his 
mother named MATT | daughter and coheir of Anthony Bourne, 
of Holt-caſtle in Worceſterſhire, Eſq;) being then in her 
journey towards London ; educated in grammar-learning, in 
Herefordſhire, and afterwards ſent to the univerſity of Oxford, 
about 1616, but to what houſe of learning therein, unleſs 
Chriſt-church, I cannot tell, for I do not find him then ma- 
triculated. Soon after, his father ſent for him to Doway in 
Flanders, where he then was, and ſent him to the Engli 
college of jeſuits at St. Omers, where, by the ne wa of his 
father, and eſpecially by the perſuaſions of father John Floyde, 
a jeſuit, (the ſame who wrote himſelf, Daniel à Jeſu, and 
fell fouly upon William Chillingworth, for his apoſtacy, (as 
he calls it) that is, for his returning to the church of England) 
he was brought to the Roman obedience, and made a perfect 
Catholic, And although his father was a good man, 'yet he 
counſelled his ſon, though bred among jeſuits, not to turn 
jeſuit; yet, notwithſtanding, ſome of the ſociety found out a 
way to draw him unto them, (as an author of little or no note, 
tells us) which was a ſubtle and crafty one indeed, viz. to 
entice him to take the ſpiritual exerciſe, which he refuſed 
not, being a matter of honour amongſt the Catholics to enter 
into, &c. After he had ran through the ſeveral claſſes of 
logic and philoſophy, his father ſent him into England, to do 
for him ſome buſineſs relating to his eſtate, but before he re- 
turned, his father died ; whereupon, he travelled into ſeveral 
countries, promoted his ſtudies in the ſacred faculty, and be- 
came many ways accompliſhed, whether you took him as a- 
1 or as a ſcholar. At length, returning into Eng- 
and, to look after his concerns, he was, by the prevailing 
advice and arguments of Dr. Thomas Morton, biſhop of 
Durham, reconciled to the church of England. Soon after, 
upon the defire of Dr. Laud, he went to Oxon, was admitted 
into Chriſt-church, and as a member thereof, matriculated in 
the univerſity. On the twenty-firſt of November, 1635, he, 
by his dean, did ſupplicate, as a ſtudent in divinity, in a con-

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7 yocation then held, that it might be graciouſly diſpenſed with 
him, that the ten years time which he had ſpent in the ſtudy 
of divinity, in foreign nations, might be reckoned to him as 
if he had ſtudied in this univerſity, and that after he had per- 
formed his exerciſe, requiſite by the ſtatutes, for the degree 
the degree of maſter, or entered into holy orders in due time) 
haye his grace propoſed in congregation, to be admitted to the 
reading of the epiſtles of St. Paul, or of the ſentences.— This 
being granted, he did perform his exerciſe yery accurately and 
learnec Yo as Dr. Thomas Waſhbourne, ſometime preben- 
dary of Glouceſter, who was one of his opponents, did uſually 
report. In 1636, he was admitted to Se reading of the ſen- 
tences, that is, to the degree of batchelor of divinity ; be- 
came, about that time, miniſter of a church in Glouceſter- 
ſhire, and rector of Harding in Oxfordſhire. In the be- 
ginning of the year 1639, he was appointed chaplain 
to the earl of Northumbar, 
and on the firſt of Auguſt, the ſame year, he was collated, 
(on the reſignation of William Townſon) to the prebendſhip 
of Minor pars Altaris, in the church of Saliſbury, In the 
beginning of the year 1640, he was admitted doctor of divi- 
nity, being about that time, chaplain to his majeſty Kin 
Charles I. who was ſo well ſatisfied with his integrity =. 
loyalty, that he afterwards entruſted him with his ſecret com- 
mands, to ſeveral of the great officers in hjs army, to the 
hazard of his life; and in the ſame year, he became the eighth 
prebend of the ſeventh ftall, in the church of Worceſter, 


he was inſtalled canon of Windſor, in the place of Dr. John 
Pocklington, then lately deprived of all his ſpiritualities, by 
order of parljament ; and in the latter end of 1644, he became 
dean of Hereford, in the place of Dr. Jonathan Browne, de- 
© ceaſed.” Soon after the taking of Hereford, this excellent 
doctor, preaching at the cathedral there, inveighed boldly and 
bs ſharply againſt ſacrilege; at which ſome of the officers then pre- 
ſent, (ſo little doth a guilty conſcience need no accuſer) began 
to mutter amongſt themſelves, and a guard of muſqueteers in 
the church, were preparing their pieces, and aſked whether they 
. ſhould fire at him; but colonel Birch, the governor, prevented 
them. The confuſions at that time were ſuch, that he received 
little or no profit from his deanery, betwixt his nomination, and 
the diſſolution of the cathedrals; and afterwards, muſt have 
heen conſtrained to have lived upon a narrow fortune, had not 
the fair eſtate of the family devolved upon him, by the death of 
his brother, Sir William Croft. During great part (at _

ing, till his Majeſty's return to his kingdoms, anno 1660, he 


was then reſtored to his deanery, and other ſpiritualities which 
before he had left. On the twenty-ſeventh of December, 
1661, he was nominated by his Majeſty, biſhop of Hereford, 
in the place of Dr. Nicholas Monke, deceaſed ; to which ſee 
being conſecrated, on the ninth of February following, (Shrove- 
Sunday) in the archbiſhop's chapel at Lambeth, (Dr. Jaſper 
Mayne, of Chriſt-church, preaching then the conſecration- 
ſermon). he became afterwards much yenerated by. the gentry 
and commonality of that dioceſe, for his learning, doctrine, 
converſation, and good hoſpitality ; which rendered him a 
rfon, in their eſteem, fitted and ſet apart by God, for his 
10nourable and ſacred function. Which preferment, being 
in his time ſcarce worth 8001. per ann. yet it being the 7 
of his anceſtors, and of very many of his relations, he was ſo 
well ſatisfied with it, that he refuſed the offer of greater pre- 
ferment, by King Charles II. as it was well known by moſt 
of his contemporaries at court, where he ſerved as dean of his 
Majeſty's chapel-royal, from the eighth of February, 1667, 
to the beginning of March, 1669 ; when, being weary of a 
court-life, or, (in truth) finding but, little good effect of his 
pious endeavours there, he retired to his epi eg ſee, where, 
| y orders, efpecially that 

of prieſthood, and in conferring the dignities of the church, 
he diſſatisfied many more of the clergy than he obliged, for no 
ſolicitations could prevail with him to admit any to be preben- 
daries of that church, but ſuch that lived within his djoceſe, 
that the duty of the church might not be neglected, and the 
ſmall livings augmented, He would often pleaſe himſelf with 
the effecting this pious deſign, of having all the dignitaries 


and prebendaries to live within his own dioceſe, (Which he 


lived to accompliſh) hoping that this example would influence 
his ſucceſſors to take the ſame courſe. He made but little 
publick ſhew of his charity, as many that are truly prudent 
and pious do not, but they that were privy to his concerns, 
know it was very ample, in augmenting ſmall livings, and 
relieving many in diſtreſs, beſides a weekly dole to fixty poor 
people, at his palace gate in Hereford, whether reſident there, 
or not; for, his. country-houſe being ſituated in the center of 
his dioceſe, he ſpent much time there, where he was no leſs 


charitable, in relieving the poor, and viſiting the fick, in the 


AN pariſhes, as it is very well known. He was very 
friendly and loving to his clergy, a tender father, and the beſt 


of huſbands : and, as for his learning, which was not com- 
7 e mon, 
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* mon, the books that he wrote do ſhew, that he was not alto- 
* gether conyerſant in divinity, but other parts of learning.“ 
He was the author of, Naked Truth, or, the True State of t 
Primitive Churth, which made a great noiſe at the time of its 
publication; he likewiſe publiſhed ſeveral ſermons on various 
occaſions ; alſo, Animadverſions on Burnet's Theory of the Earth 
and other pieces. At length, after this moſt worthy an 
fo * biſhop had lived to a great age, partly in adverſity, but 
moſtly in proſperity, he ſurrendered up his ſoul to the Al- 
mighty, in his palace at Hereford, on the eighteenth day of 
May, 1691, whereupon his body was buried in the cathedral 
church there, and Br. Gilbert Ironſide, biſhop of Briſtol, 
was ſoon after tranſlated to the ſaid ſee of Hereford. In the 
reface to the laſt will and teſtament of the ſaid biſhop C 
TI find theſe words: And I do in all humble manner moſt 
heartily thank God, that he hath been moſt graciouſly pleaſed, 
by the light of his moſt holy goſpel, to recall me from the 
darkneſs of popiſh errors, and groſs ſuperſtitions, into which 
I was ſeduced in my younger days, and to ſettle me again in 
the truc ancient catholic and apoſtolic faith, profeſſed by our 
church of England, in which I was born and baptized, and 
in which I joyfully die, with full aſſurance, by the merits of 
my moſt ble ed Sayiour, Jeſus, to enjoy eternal happineſs, 
&c. By his ſaid will, he ſettled 12001. and the product 
thereof, for ever, for ſeveral charitable uſes, as therein are 
directed ; of which, 141. per ann. he appointed for an aug- 
mentation to the church of Yarpoll in Herefordſhire ; upon 
which alſo he ſettled lands to the value of 101. per ann. and 
upon the church of Croft, in the ſaid county, 121. per ann. 
for ever. All which were conſtantly paid by him for ſeveral 
years aforegoing. He had three brothers, named William, 
James, and Robert, who all lived to ſerve their —_— and 
country, in the wars during the reign of King Charles I. 
under whom they all ſerved as colonels, and for their ſtout 
and faithful ſervice, the two eldeſt were knighted by him. 
The firſt (Sir William) was killed at Stoke-caſtle, near Lud- 
low in Shropſhire, on the ninth of June, 1645, and the ſe- 
cond, Sir James, lived to the year 1659, after he had ſuffered 
much for his loyalty to his King.“ The biſhop married Anne, 
daughter of Dr. fotathan Browne, dean of Hereford, (his pre-

pon Richard Cromwell's advancement to the protectorſhip 
< he ſent for Mr, Thomas Clarges, brother-in-law to general 
Monk, to preyail with him to go immediately into Scotland, 
„with his letters to Monk, to know how he ſtood affected to 
his advancement: this Clarges was pitched upon as one who 
* had great intereſt in the general, and had been lately choſen, 
s by his procurement, upon the death of one Rowe, to be agent 
c for the armies, and council of Scotland and Ireland, an em- 
* ployment of good value; whereby he became acquainted with 
the affections of the officers of the army, in England, Scotland, 
and Ireland; and although, at firſt, his having been in the late 
* King's ſervice, -at Oxford, made them at Whitehall unwilling 
© to employ him, yet, he was eſteemed of a moderate behaviour, 
and had ſo demeaned himſelf in the pretended parliament, in 
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| Ti family is deſcended from De Glarges, in the province 
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the year 1656, by his actings againſt the kingſhip of Cromwell, 


that they would not then diſoblige him, leſt it ſhould ſeem for 
that reaſon; beſides, all of the contrary faction (of which 
were the chief of the army), profeſſed a great eſteem of him, 


not ſo much in reſpect of himſelf, but becauſe it was believed 
Monk engaged him in thoſe councils ; and the opinion of that, 
contributed more than any thing to divert Oliver from ac- 
cepting the crown ; Clarges willingly accepted of this occa- 
hon to go to General Monk, to be able to inform himſelf par- 
ticularly of his inclinations : for altho' he had a relation to him 
by marriage, the General's ſo far diſtant reſidence, gave him 
little opportunity of other conyerſe with him, than by letters. 
In Scotland, by private advice of ſome of the officers of the 
army, things were ſo prepared, that when Mr. Clarges came 


thither, he found them all prepoſſeſſed, and doubting one the 


other, they liked, or ſeemed not to diſſike all that was done at 
London; . the General himſelf, and he, had many ſecret 
conferences, and the General then declared himſelf weary of the 
uncertain condition wherein he found both himſelf and the na- 
tion inthralled by the over-ruling tyranny of the ſoldiers (who 
made themſelves a divided Pa 21; from the reſt of the people), 
ſo that they conſulted of a paper to be drawn up, to be pre- 


ſented to the new protector, the heads whereof were, to adviſe 


him to ſuppreſs the diviſion in the church, by countenancing 
a ſober and orthodox miniſtry, to permit no councils of officers, 
and to model, and put the army into the hands of the qualified 
nohility and gentry of the nation (ſuch as had never been 
againſt the parliament, to prevent the jealouſy of the aCtion), 
as ſuch whom the people might beſt truſt : from this conference, 
which was managed by both with ſuch a reſervedneſs, Clarges 


began to perceive the General was, in his principles, well fixed 


to reſtore his country to its ancient: government, whenever a 
fit occaſion ſhould preſent itſelf for the attempt. With this 

paper, and a letter of approbation of the choice of the protector, 
Clarges returned to London to him; the letter he delivered 
publickly, but the paper was privately communicated, and well 


liked of by him, and the proſecution of the advice thereof, in

© A little after this, about the time of Sir George Booth's 
riſing, Mr. Nicholas Monk, a reverend Miniſter, a perſon of 
moſt firm loyalty to the King, and only brother to General 
Monk, came to London, in his way to Scotland, from Sir 
Hugh Pollard, Sir Thomas Stukely, and others, his majeſty's - 
friends, in the weſt of England, His buſineſs was to eng e 
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t his brother, in his majeſty's cauſe, to promote the preſent de- 
„ ſign, being directed to receive further inſtructions from Sir 
J. Greenvil, He came directly to Mr. Clarges, before he ſaw 
any one, and communicated his buſineſs to him, and after- 
wards to Greenvil, who much encouraged his undertaking ; 
Greenvil earneſtly preſſed to have Clarges engaged, and M : 
Monk moved it to him, with a promiſe of great advantage from 
his majeſty, upon his reſtoration ; Clarges replied, That he 
needed not Fheſe temptations to oblige him to his duty; and refuſed to 
have any diſcourſe concerning thoſe matters, with Sir John 
Greenvil, at that time, well knowing, that the leaſt jealouſ 
of his actions from thoſe in power, might make him uſeleſs 
We the future ſervice, which could not be done without 
mn. 5 1 | | 
And as all the ways to Scotland were obſtructed, Clarges 
took care to provide a frigate for the carrying of Mr. Nicholas 
Monk thither, and conveyed him ſafe on ſhipboard, fully in- 
ſtructed how to manage his negociation with caution, and to 
communicate with none but the Genera], except Dr. Samuel 
Barrow, phyſician to the army, a very diſcreet gentleman, and 
Mr. John Price, his chaplain ; the firſt of which was ejected , 
out of Trinity college in Cambridge, for his affection to his 
majeſty; and the latter, the ſon of a ſequeſtered miniſter, always 
educated in principles of loyalty, a good ſcholar, and an honeſt 
man, both recommended by Clarges to the General, at his firſt 
going into Scotland, to be near his perſon. | 
Soon after this, letters came from General Monk, in Scotland, 
to Fleetwood and Lambert, wherein he complained of their 
violation of faith to the parliament, and declared his reſolution 
to endeavour to reſtore them, againſt all oppoſition : on this, 
Fleetwood, Lambert, Deſborow, and others, immediately met 
at Whitehall, in much confuſion, and about twelve at night, 
they ſent Major Haynes, to deſire Mr. Clarges, to come to them, 
who, when he came, after ſome queſtions of his knowledge of 
the General's proceedings (to which he made very wary an- 
ſwers), they deſired him to go to Scotland, with Colonel Tal- 
bot (whoſe regiment was then at Edinburgh), to prevail with 
Monk, for a treaty of mediation, to prevent effuſion of blood; 
they ſaid, they choſe Talbot, to accompany him, becauſe he 
was very grateful to the General. 
« Clarges, was very glad of this opportunity to get away (for he 
feared to be much worſe treated), and they were ſo preſſing for 
his departure, that they allowed him but three hours prepara- 
© tion for his journey. | 
In the mean time, Monk, in Scotland, had by an expreſs from 
s Clarges, which came to him the 17th of October, received 3 FT 
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act information of the interruption of the parliament, and at 
* ſeveral times he had notice of all their proceedings, which made 
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him expect no leſs, and gave him time to prepare for what

Colonel Talbot and Mr. Clarges, came not to Edinburgh, 


till Nov. 2, they were both well received by Monk, but eſpe- 


cially Clarges, his brother-in-law, -with whom he had that 
night much conference in private ; the General wondered that 
Fleetwood and Lambert would ſend him, and thought it a 
ood omen to his ſucceſs, that he had him to affiſt his deſigns : 
larges frankly aſked him, what was the true end he aimed at 
in this enterprize; telling him, that it was impoſſible for him

obſerved a great conſternation in the officers and ſoldiers, as he 
paſſed, -and that he believed, many of them would fall off to

© The General (tho? the moſt reſerved man then living) was 
in ſome trouble to be preſſed to diſcover his intentions, and at 
that time, opened himſelf no further, than to let him know, he 
was reſolved to endeavour to free his native country from the 
ſlavery it was under, and to effect it, he thought, one of the 
beſt expedients would be, to reſtore the parliament, but in their 
admiſſion to ſit (if it were by his arms), he would make no 
difference betwixt them; but let in, as well the ſecluded mem- 
bers, as others: having ſaid this, he conjured Clarges to ſe- 
creſy, being very ſenſible, that the Jealoufy the army had of 


him was ſo great (it having been often flung at him by ſome of 


his ill wiſhers, that the King was at the bottom of his deſigns), 
that all he could contrive, would be little enough to beget a 
confidence, even in his own party, to engage with him, 
s Monk's army was in very good condition, tho' inferior to 
Lambert's, but better paid; Monk having 90,0001. in bank, 
and Clarges acquainted the General, the great ſtraits and difh- 


culties Lambert's army were in; however, Monk, to diſguiſe 


his real intentions, appointed commiſſioners to treat with Lam- 
bert and Fleetwood ; mean time, Major- general Morgan came 
from York to General Monk at Edinburgh, and aſſured him 

that lord Fairfax, and others of note in that country, approved 
of his deſigns in general, and that he had brought a letter from 
lord Fairfax, purporting, That he, and many ethers of good inter- 


n in Yorkſhire, were willing to join with the General, but the 


diſapproved of his declaration, which was reftrained to the reftoring

© The concluſion of this was, to ſend Clarges, who was con- 
ſulted in the whole buſineſs, to Fairfax, Rofliter, and ſeveral 
others, to engage; it being thought expedient, at the ſame 
time, to imploy all poſſible care to amuſe the parliament and 
army, till the General could get a power in his hands to juſtify 
other councils ; Clarges was diſpatched to 5owles, a miniſter 
at York, a man eminent in thoſe parts, with a letter of credit 
to him, to cauſe a belief in him of what he ſhould acquaint 
him, on the part of the General ; and another letter, to the 
ſame purpoſe, to my lord Fairfax, from whom he was to have 
an addreſs to Roſter, · in Lincolnſhire. | 
Fleetwood could not conceal his fears of what was doing at 
Edinburgh, and the ſame week that Talbot and Clarges were 
ſent to endeayour a reconciliation, he ſent captain Dean, and 
ſoon after, Mr, Caryll, the miniſter, with colonel Goff and 
Whaley, on the ſame errand, and Mr. Hammond, and Mr, 
Barker, were deputed by the independent congregations in Lon- 
don, to mediate a peace between the two armies, | | 
Mean while, Clarges and Talbot, took their leaves of the 
General to return home: when they came to York, Lambert 
complained that Major-general Morgan had deſerted him, and 
ſaid, he Jooked upon it as a kind of breach of faith, buc was 
quickly better ſatished hy Clarges, for he aſſured him, he heard 
him move General Monk to a peace with him: but being 
HALEN of that army, he could not refuſe his duty. | 
Upon Clarges's arrival at York, he ſecretly conferred with 
Bowles, to whom he delivered the letter of credit, and Bowles 
deſired to be fully informed of the General's intentions, and was, 
by Clarges, ſo well ſatisfied with them, that he undertook to 
negociate with lord Fairfax, colonel Bethel, and ſeveral others, 
in Monk's bebalf ; and deſired Clarges to ſtay in York till he 
went to confer with lord Fairfax, at Nun-Appleton, that he 
might know what advice to fend to Scotland, which he ac- 
cordingly did, and, at his return, acquainted him, that Fairfax 
would riſe by the middle of January, and that he might be con- 
hdent, Bethel and Smithſon would join with him, who were 
* men of good intereſt, and well beloved of the ſoldiers of Lam- 
£ bert's army; on the other ſide, Bowles preſſed . to 
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& know what expectations the General had from other places, and 

© was, by Clarges, informed, and was ſatisfied. DES 
Then Clarges ſet out for Lincolnſhire, to purſue his nego- 
ciations; but about Doncaſter, he had ſo grievous a fall from 
his horſe, as he was riding poſt; that his life was deſpaired of : 
but after a little ſtay, he was brought to a village between Tux- 
ford, and Newark, where he was forced to ſtay ten days ere 
he was able to travel. Nevertheleſs, he ſent expreſſes ſeveral 
ways, and, by the means of one Briſtow, a confident of colonel 
Roſſiter's, he had an opportunity to ſend to him, and had his 
anſwer, That he would join with Fairfax, and do what he ſhould

© After this, Clarges came to London, and dealt with many of 
the council of ſtate, to aſſiſt Monk's deſigns againſt Lambert, 
and brought many over to ſupport him: tho others of the 
council of ſtate met, and drew up an oath of abjuration to Kin 
Charles II. which was oppoſed by the houſe, and even a third 
part of them refuſed to take it, 'and therefore, were not ad- 
mitted to fit and act. The leading members of the houſe ſent 
Scot and Robinſon, two of their members, to engage Monk 
to take this oath, as ſoon as he came to London, before he took 
his place in the council of ſtate. Clarges, having timely notice 
of their intentions, was reſolved to be with the Bad before 
them, and went and. met him at Nottingham, and there com- 
municated to him in what condition affairs ſtood at London, 
what regiments and officers were well affected to him, and what 
were not ; and that the major part of the parliament were 
againft the oath of abjuration, and therefore, in all his affairs, he 
was to apply to them ; and after ſettling how his troops were 
to be quartered and diſperſed in London, Clarges drew a letter 
to the parliament, which the General ſigned, and ſent from St. 
Albans. „„ | W 
At this time, the city refuſed to pay any taxes till the houſe 
was filled with an equal number of repreſentatives, and they, 
in common council, ran very high in their debates about the 
government; on this the council of ſtate ordered General Monk 
to go into London the next morning, with good part of his army, 
and ſeize eleven of the moſt active of the common council, 
and commit them to the Tower, and alſo to pull down the 
poſts and chains, and take down the gates and portcullices 
of the city, and quarter his ſoldiers there, till they were re- 
© duced to obedience; the General was ſurpriſed at this com- 
mand, and obeyed their orders, though unwillingly, for he 
© knew he muſt either do it, or quit his command. The cit 
< was much alarmed at this proceeding, and the lord-mayor, if. 
* dermen, and ſeveral of the chief citizens, applied themſelves

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put upon him, and reſolved to do ſomething to regain their 
eſteem. Whereupon Clarges was ſent to the lord- mayor, to 


the General, to 
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to him to moderate his actions; all the city ſeemed as people 
confounded, and ſeveral of the General's own officers were ſo 
troubled, that they came to offer up their commiſſions, rather 
than be employed in ſuch an action: he was ſorry he was forced 
to it, and told ſeveral of them privately his lle to it, and 


conjured them to continue their confidence in him, and exe- 


cute what he had given them in charge, for that probably 
ſome good effects would enfue from it; in the evening, Clarges 
went privately to the General, and repreſented the ill conſe- 
quences of his proceedings in London, and adviſed him how, and 
in what manner, to recover the good opinion of the city; the 
General was ſenſible of the contempt they at Weſtminſter had 1 


diſpoſe him and the city, to have a favourable opinion of Monk 
and his proceedings; and that the General would quarter in 
the city for their ſafety. Whereupon, the General marched 


to Finſbury, and waited till he heard from Clarges, who, find- - 


ing my lord- mayor very reſerved, and averſe to the General's 
coming, being terrified at his actions the day before, had ap- 
plied himſelf to alderman Robinſon, and ſome others that he 
dare truſt, and acquainted them privately, that the General's 
coming was for the good. of the city and the kingdom : upon 
this, Robinſon, at the requeſt of Clarges, goes with him and 
ſome other aldermen, to my lord- mayor to mollify him, but 
without effect for the preſent ; nevertheleſs Clarges told him, 
the General was reſolved, though he quartered not in the city, 
at leaſt to be his gueſt at dinner; and accordingly he ſent to 

Eire him to march, with his men, to Leaden- 
hall-ſtreet, the lord-mayor's door, which he did, and excuſed 
himſelf to the city for the late proceedings againſt them. Soon 
after, when the army agreed to the ſitting of the ſecluded mem- 
bers in the houſe, on certain conditions, Mr, Clarges was one 
that was appointed, with others, to. treat with the ſecluded 
members on that head ; and was the chief that managed the 
conference, wherein they 97 eed on the admitting of them; 
when they were reſtored, Mr. Nicholas Monk, the General's 
brother, wrote to Mr. Clarges, to put the General in mind of 
ſending for Mr. Morrice, as a perſon that would be of ſervice 
to him ; and Mr. Clarges wrote to him, and incloſed a letter 


from the General, to deſire Mr. Morrice's attendance, who 


immediately came to town, and was of great ſeryice in pro- 
morng and carrying on the General's a in relation to his 
Majeſty's intereſt, | 
About this time, the General gave his commiſſion to Mr. 
Clarges, to be commiſſary-general of the muſters in England, 


and 
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and appointed Mr. Morrice governor of Plymouth, and majot- 
£ ae Moran, to be commander in chief of the army in 
s Scotland. After this, the parliament gave en Clarges 
s © the Hanaper-office, and tampered with him to perſtiade the 
General, rather to take the government upon him, than brin 
© inthe King; on which, Clarges acquainted the General, and 
< when the commonwealth faction propoſed it to the General him- 
< ſelf, he refuſed it abſolutely; and when Okey propoſed in 
© the council of officers, to ſend to the parliament, to oblige them 
© to declare for a free ſtate, and commonwealth, without a King, 
. © or houſe of lords; and if they refuſed to do it, to take ſuch a 
. © remedy as God ſhould put into their hearts, to ſave the nation 
from deſtruction ; for if great care was not taken, Charles 
Stuart would be introduced. To which Mr. Clarges an- 
« ſwered, that he ſaw no cauſe for thoſe fears, and that if they 
© ſent to the parliament in ſuch a manner, they would find no 
© pleafing return from them; for if theſe men would have been 
< terrified by the army, there would not have been fourteen of 
them impeached at one time of treaſon, and two hundred 
© ſecluded at another; and the firſt thing they would probably 
do, upon the receipt of ſuch a meſſage, would be, to diſſolve 
© themſelves, and then there would be no government; but inſtead 
of the ſingle perſon they were ſo much afraid of, they muſt 
neceſſarily have recourſe to Richard Cromwell, and expoſe 
themſelves to his revenge, for the indignities they had lately, 
with ſo much ſcorn, put upon' him and his family ; and as for 
the General, he ſaid, he knew he would not aſſume the govern- 
ment, having heard him profeſs, on occaſion of theſe altera- 
tions, he would rather be drawn in pieces with wild horſes, 
than be ſo treacherous to the nation. | 1 
_ © Clarges being ſo intimate with the General, and in all his 
ſecrets, and having great power with him, Mr. Bordeaux, the 
French ambaſſador, ſent to Clarges, to deſire him to move the 
General, to give him leave to confer with him; on this, Mr, 
Clarges went to the ambaſſador, and told him, he would ac- 
quaint the General with his deſire; but the ambaſſador, who 
tried, by all methods, to get out of Mr. Clarges the General's 
deſigns, could make nothing of him; Clarges told all that had 
aſſed between the ambaſſador and him to the General and Mr, 
orrice ; but the General refuſed to have afterwards any con- 
ference with him; but that he might not appear uncivil, con- 
ſented to receive a viſit from him. After this, the General 
and Mr. Clarges, conferred about the preventing tumults and 
diſturbances that might happen, as well among the people, as 
the army, and commiſſary Clarges drew up an engagement, to 
be ſubſcribed by the army, for acquieſcing in the determina- 
| tion 
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tion of the next parliament, which was done by the whole 
© army, a few excepted, and thoſe that were diſaffected, were 
© diſplaced, and others put in their rooms. Soon after this, com- 
_ © miſfary Clarges was appointed by the General, to wait upon 
© his majeſty, with the addreſs of the officers of the army; Clarges 
© ſet out with General Monk's inſtructions, on May 5, and made 
© ſuch haſte, that he arrived at Bergen ap Zome, in Holland, on 
* Tueſday, the-8th of May, in the morning; there the governor 
gave him a very honourable reception, and accommodated him 
with his coach and ſix to Breda, and a league before he came 
to the town, the lord Gerard met him with two coaches and 
« fix horſes, and accompanied him to his majeſty, who received 
© him with the moſt gracious expreſſions of Atiefaction, as well 
that he was the firſt authorized meſſenger that came to him, 
« with the news of the intire ſubmiſſion of his kingdoms and 
« army to his obedience ; as for his relation to that moſt renowned 
« General, from whoſe prudent conduct and courage, all that 
* happineſs was derived to his majeſty and his people. 
fle preſented to his majeſty, a letter from the General, in an- 
© ſwer to his majeſty's, ſent before to him, and in it was incloſed 
© the addreſs of the officers of the army; this letter was dictated

Mr. Rich, pretending friendſhip to 
him, and proteſting he had no commiſſion to talk with him 
about the affair of the ſupremacy, put a caſe to him, thus: if 
it were enacted by parliament, that Richard Rich ſhould be 
King, and that it ſhould be treaſon in any body to deny it, 
what offence were it to contravene that act? Sir Thomas More 
anſwered, he ſhould offend if he ſaid fo, becauſe he was bound 
by the act; but that this was a caſe of little moment. Where- -

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it were enacted by parliament that God ſhould not be God, 
whether it were not an offence to ſay it according to the act. 
Mr, Rich replied, yes; but ſaid withal, I will propoſe a mid- 
dle caſe ; the King, you know, is conſtituted ſupreme head of 
the church; why ſhould not yon Maſter More, accept him for 

ſuch, as you would me, if I were made King ? More anſwered, 
the caſe is not the ſame; becauſe, ſaid he, a parliament can 
make a King, and depoſe him, and that every parliament-man 
may give his conſent thereto, but that a ſubject cannot be 
bound ſo in the caſe of ſupremacy. | | 27 

Mr. Rich, ſwearing this againſt him at his trial, was a great 
means of his being condemnęd. When he gave evidence in open 
court, upon oath, Sir Thomas made anſwer, If I were a man, 
* my lords, that had no regard to my oath, I had no occaſion to 
| © be here as a criminal; and if this oath, Mr. Rich, you have 
© taken be true, then I pray I may never ſee God's face; which, 
< were it otherwiſe, is an imprecation I would not be guilty of, 
© to gain the whole world.“ Thenhe proceeded to charge him 
with being light of tongue, a great gameſter, and of no good 
character in the pariſh where they had lived together, or in the 
Temple, where he was educated. After which he ſhewed, 
how unlikely it was, he ſhould impart the ſecrets of his con- 
ſcience, eſpecially in ſo nice a point as the King's ſupremacy, to 
a man he had always ſo mean an opinion of, 

This touched Mr, Rich's reputation to the quick, and was a 
flur which he could not efface, by producing Sir Richard South- 
well, and Mr. Palmer, who were in the room with him and 
Sir Thomas, when they conferred together ; for they both 
ſwore, they were ſo buſy in conveying away his books, that 
they took no notice of their diſcourſe More was condemned, 
and beheaded the ſixth of July, 1535. 

_ Mr. Sollicitor, however, remained ſtill in high favour at 
court ; for, upon the erecting the court of augmentation, by 
act of parliament, in 1536, he was made the firſt chancellor of 
the ſame. The dafur of this court was, to collect the King's 
revenues, ariſing from the lands and effects of ſuch religious 
| houſes, (not exceeding 2001. a year) as were then diſſolved. 
During this office, he had a fair opportunity of enriching him- 
ſelf with the ſpoils of the monaſteries : accordingly, he ſoon

Some years after, we find him appointed by King Henry VIII.

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. King Henry had ſo great a value for him, and ſuch an opinion 
of his parts, that he made him one of the aſſiſtants to his exe- 
cutors, in matters of conſequence. Sees cn I ary 
Four days before the coronation of Edward VI. he {being 
then a knight) was advanced to the degree of a baron, by the 
title of lord Rich, Several others were created with him, pur- 
ſuant to the intentions of King Henry himſelf, a little before 
his death, Toes 2 1 
The ſame year, on the thirtieth of November, he was made 
Iord- chancellor of England, in the room of Wriotheſly, earl of 
Southampton, who was removed for exceeding his commiſſion. 
The lord Rich was a faſt friend to the great duke of Somer- 
ſet, King Edward's uncle, and by endeavouring to ſerve him, 
ruined himſelf. The duke, who had been protector of the 
kingdom, being now in the Tower, was uſing means to have 
the King better informed, and diſpoſed towards him ; and to 
that end engaged lord-chancellor Rich to be his friend ; who, 
thereupon, Ene him notice of ſomewhat deſigned againſt him by 
the council; and being in haſte, writ only on the back of the 
letter, To the Duke, bidding one of his ſervants carry it to the 
Tower, without giving him particular directions tothe duke of 
Somerſet. The ſervant, knowing of the familiarities between 
his maſter and the duke of Norfolk, who was alſo in the Tower, 
but of none between him and the duke of Somerſet, carried the 
letter to the duke of Norfolk. When the chancellor found the 
miſtake at night, he knew the duke of Norfolk would certainly 
diſcover him, and therefore he went in all haſte to the King, 
and defired to be diſcharged of his office, and thereby prevented 
the malice of his enemies; upon this, he fell ſick, either pre- 
tending he was ill, that he might raiſe the more pity for him, 
or perhaps, the fright in which he was, did really caſt him into 
ſickneſs. The ſeal was ſent for, and delivered up by him, on 
the twenty-firſt of December, 1551, in the fifth year of Ed- 
ward VI. and put into the hands of Thomas Goodrick, biſhop 
of Ely, who was made keeper, during pleaſure. | 
After this, the lord Rich retired to his ſeat at Leighs, where 
he lived many years. „„ 


Though he had a great hand in pulling down the abbies, he 
appeared a zealous papitt ; and during the reign of Queen Mary, 
was a principal perſon in the commiſſion for trying hereticks. 
He was preſent at the burning of ſeveral proteſtants, in this 
county, particularly, Mr. Thomas Watts, of Billericai, who 
was burnt at Chelmsford, June 10, 1555.

This Richard lord Rich, married Elizabeth, ſiſter of William

| ould we hope to find true and ſteady loyalty, but in a genuine 
ſon of the church of England? In him both commenced toge- 
ther, and he gave early proofs. of his loyalty, in an age wherein 
it was judged a crime; when rebellion looked gay with ſuc- 
ceſs, and facrilege had providence to gild it over; yet, even 
then, he judged' not the cauſe by its ſucceſs, but by the 
righteouſneſs of it, and durſt be honeſt in ſpite of bad times, 
And ſince God in his mercy turned the captivity of our Sion, 
how firm and unſhaken his fidelity and allegiance have been, 
how loyal his endeavours, in all relations of his publick qua- 
lifications, or private capacity, is too well known to need 
either a deſcription or enlargement, The King was well 
acquainted with his worth, and entruſted him with thoſe 
offices, which witneſſed the eſteem he had both of his faith- 
fulneſs and ability, and received ſo good an account of the 
diſcharge of his truſt in each reſpect, and ſuch undeniable 
aſſurances of his affection, both to his perſon and government, 
that he not only honoured him with a peculiar reſpec, but 
was pleaſed to beſtow thoſe marks of his royal favour on him- 
ſelf and family, which teſtified the ſenſe he had of his deſerts 
and honeſty.

MIS family, fo well known by its name, (formerly derived

_ conferred on them by the Kings, in whoſe reigns they lived;

young gentleman ; he was choſen burgeſs for the city of Cheſter, _ 
to fit in that parliament which began at Weſtminſter, March 6, 
1678, for that which began, Oct. 17, 1679, and for that alſo 
which began at Oxon, March 21, 1680; in which. two laſt 
he was choſen ſpeaker of the houſe of commons.

bled. And that ſuch ſpeaking, ſigning, or publiſhing, accord- 
ing to the law and cuſtom of parliament, are the act and doing

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of the commons themſelves, and hath ever been ſo accepted 
and taken; and not as the ſpeaker's own actions or doing; and 
that the ſpeaker, for ſuch ſpeaking, ſigning, or publiſhing,” by 
him made or done, during the fitting. of parliament, -and 'by 
their order, ought not to anſwer in any other court, or place, 
but in parliament. Notwithſtanding which plea, the court 
fined him 10,0001. for licenſing the ſaid information to be 
printed; and, we are told, he could not eſcape without paying 
the greateſt part of it. He was one of the moft eminent law- 
rs of his time, and when King James II. came to the crown, 
op was in great favour, and by him made ſolicitor-general, in 
the place of Sir Thomas Powis, 3 to be attorney-gene- 
ral, in the beginning of Dec. 1687 ; on the eleventh of which 
month, he received the honour of knighthood at Whitehall, 
and acted as ſolicitor- general at the trial of the ſeven biſhops.

King flew into a great paſſion, and ſhook Mr. Colt by the 
ſhoulder, and faid, that he would ruin him, and his poſterity 
Mr. Colt, being moved by the uſage, told the King, that it 


was in his Majeſty's power to ruin him, aid his, in this world, 


but ot in the next; for he would never forſwear himſelf; 
the King ſwore, God's fiſh, he would ruin him. Mr. Colt 
went home, to Leominſter ; and ſoon after, they trumped up 


a bill of ſcandalum magnatum againſt him, for words he ſpoke 


apainſt the duke of Vork: upon which, Mr. Colt fecreted 
himſelf for fome time, and his friends would kave had him 
gone abroad; but he told them, that he would not, as his 
country was in diſtreſs; and accordingly, he ſtood trial, be- 
fore lord chief: juſtice Jeffrey's, when falſe. witneſſes were 
procured againſt him, who ſwore through ſtitch; but he 
owned, that at Mr, Coningſby's, at Hampton-court in Here- 
fordſhire, he did ſuy, when they drank the duke of York's 
health, that he would not drink any popiſh duke's health in 
England; this trial was a little before King Charles died, and 
Mr. Colt was caſt, in one hundred thouſand pounds damage, 
and was committed to the King's-bench priſon, Southwark, 
where he was confined almoſt three years: at laſt, King James 
releaſed him, by the intereit of lord Preſton; when NI.
